1, On 10 July the general headquarters of the North Korean army was in a dugout 25X1 

at the foot of a hill at YD-L533»^ Approximately 300 North Korean soldiers 
began building the dugout in February* The dugout was finished in May* Four 
hundred North Ko3j'ean troops were stationed around the headquarters*

Supreme People's .Conmlttee was at approximately 
39-OY ' (YD-511329) , in a group of large Korean-style buildings at the 
foot of a hill. The North Korean Ministry of Culture and Propaganda was at

About ten sedan 
automobiles were generally parked in front of the closely guarded cave 
entrance, A Soviet organization was at Yanch'on (125-45, 38-OI) (YD-37Q21Qi 
in the former foreign settlement at P'yongyang. In June the area was off 
limits for the local Korean population. 

South Pyongan Pro vincial Department^ of the Ministry of Internal Affairs 

In early July the South Pyongan Provincial Department of the Ministry of 
Internal Affairs, a police agency, was in a cave and about 10 houses 1.5 

Moran-bong at Kirim-nl (approximately 125-45, 39-02) 
(yD-3824), P'yongyang, This department was charged with receiving criminals 
from county police stations, re-examining them, and assigning them to the coal 
mines as compulsory laborers. This department, which employed 230 people, 
was holding I25 male and 25 female prisoners for examination.

On 15 June a North Korean army camp for transient troops moving to or from the 
front, quartering 800 to 1,000 men, was at the former P'yongyang Arsenal at
